W. 8. Harbert, a prominent and ac- 
tive citizen of Pasadena ever since 
he came here from Chicago in 1906, 
died today at his home, 1671 North 
Raymond avenue.

A sensational story of assault is 
told in the answer and cross-com-

FORMER OCONSUD SAYS BOL-

CHICAGO, March 24,—Immedl-

MAYOR IN COURT. 

The Mayor's case was called yes- 
terday afternoon, before Judge 
Craig, who said that as an early trial 
Wag desired, he would transfer it to 
Department Seventeen, where at 
least a week could be saved.

DISTILLATE EXPLOSION 
IS FATAL TO RANCHER. 


MAN DIES OF BURNS SUSTAINED 
WHILE “GASSING” SQUIR- 
RELS IN FIELD. 


Samuel Pine, prominent Chino 
rancher and former member of the 
‘Board of Supervisors of San fBer- 
nardino county, was fatally burned 
by an explosion of distillate in a field 
about a mile and a half from his 


home yesterday afternoon. 
Mr. Pine, accompanied by a Mex- 


jean boy, had gone to the field with | 
the fidid for the purpose of using it 
as an effective means of “gassing” 
squirrels, which had become menac- 
ing to growing crops. By means of | 
a pump, the distillate was forced in- | 
to the holes dug by the rodents and 
then set afire. Mr. Pine was in the 
act of refilling the pump, when, it 
is supposed, the fumes from the 
explosive were carried to a blazing. 
hole near by, communicating the fire 
to the can, over which he was work- 
ing. In an instant Mr. Pine’s clothes 
were covered with the burning 
liquid. He rolled on the ground in 
an effort to extinguish the flames, 
and the Mexican boy heroically came 
to his assistance by shoveling fine 
dirt on his employer and pulling at

Although his skin was burned al- 
most to a crisp in places and suffer- 
ing intense agony, Mr. Pine drove 
the automobile to his home, but died 
a few minutes after reaching there.

Two Hundred Tons is Quota 
f or this City: 


With the quota for Los Angeles set 
at 200 tons, the national Red Cross 
clothing drive to supply destitute 
people in northern France, Belgium, 
Italy, Rumania, Palestine, Albania, 
Czecho-Slovakia and Poland, began 
yesterday. The drive will continue 
until next Monday and the motto 
“Something from Every Home” has 
been adopted by the local com- 
mittee in charge. 

Contributions may be taken to the 
nearest Red Cross galvage station. 
The locations of the stations may be 
obtained by telephoning Red Cross 
headquarters, Pico 1440. 

Large numbers of people in the 
countries mentioned are said to be 
dying of want and destitution. Lack 
of proper clothing, and lack of 
food and shelter are still carrying 
on the work which the Hun bé@gan. 
Ten thousand tons of clothing is

So please 
do not send bal! dresses, fillmsy dres- 
ses, clocks, glassware, carpets, toys, 
eco'lars, neckties, crutches, canes 
parasols, pillows, crockery, rugs or 
foodstuffs. 

“In this capaign the Red Cross is 
going to assume entire charge from 
the time of collection to the time 
when the baled clothing is delivered 
to the ships of the European Re- 
lief Administration which will trase- 
port it to Burepe.

LTERING THE LEAGUE . 
Arising from the faint-hearted there 
is a wail that because the road leading to a 
League of Nations is not paved with 
asphalt, because the bridges are not of ce 
ment and the grade crossing eliminated, the 
whole project should be abandoned. 

If there were no obstacles in the path, 
the league would have been formed a cen- 
tury ago. When the Americang prepared 
for their assault on the German entrench- 
ments in the Argonne Forest, Gen. Pershing 
was informed that he was about to attack 
the strongest point in the whole Hinden- 
burg line. If he had been deterred by the 
obstacles set in his path a peace confer- 
ence would not now be in session in Paris. 

There are obstacles in the way of a 
League of Nations—ravines deeper than 
those in the Argonne Forest; but back of 
the movement ig the same driving force 
that broke the Argonne sector of the Hin’ 
denburg line. Not the least formidable of 
these obstacles ig the disinclination of the 
Amefican people to depart from the tradi- 
tions of their fathers. It ig possible that 
the first draft of the league constitution 
did not place sufficient safeguards about 
what we are accustomed to term American 
sovereignty; for American independence is 
too valuable a heritage to be offered for 
barter and exchange, even in the forma- 
tion of a league. | 

When President Wilson first told the 
members of Congress, who met him by ap- 
pointment to discuss the league constitu- 
tion, that the document must be accepted 
as written, that no concessions would be 
made by the other signatories, he presumed, 
perhaps, too much upon the credulity of 
his associates in a co-ordinate branch of the 
American government. Mr. Taft corrected 
that idea when he asserted that the main 
plan of the structure was satisfactory, but 
certain alterations would strengthen some 
of the supports and thus add stability to 
the whole edifice. | 

It is upon those alterations that the 
American commission is now employed. 
Senator Lodge has pointed out an amend- 
ment that will safeguard our justly revered 
Monroe ne. There is nothing fn the 
amendment incompatible with the general 
plan. It is to be regretted that Mr. Lodge 
was not a member of the American commis- 
sion; for if he had been he could have sug- 
gested the amendment in the first confer- 
ence and our commissioners would not be 
placed in.the position of opposing a pro- 
vision they originally removed. But regrets 
are unavailing. The present is no time to 
look back. Expressions frbm the commis- 
siong of the other signatory nations dis- 
close that they are too desirous of having 
America a part of the league to seriously 
Oppose any minor changes in the articles 
of the constitution that do not affect the 
fundamental 

It is possible that the constitution may 
also be clarified concerning the extent to 
which countries on one side of the ocean 
will be called upon to interfere in the dis- 
putes of nations on the other side. Among 
the commissioners gathered at the Peace 
Conference it was well understood that the 
nations of one continent would not be 
asked to send troops to another continent, 
except in cate of extreme necessity. But 
the object of that clause is to serve notice 
on nations with predatory instincts that the 
armed force of the whole league can be 
evoked when necessary. 

American troops are now far afield. They 
are guarding frontiers in Western Europe, 
fighting in Siberia and, unfortunately, in- 
clined to be boisterous in Manchuria. 
Could a League of Nations send them far- 
ther, scatter them more? The worst con- 
struction which can be placed on that 
clause is that it might cause us to do again 
what we are doing now, in the absence of 


any league. 


Balance this view by the fact that the 


Germans freely admit there would have 
been no war if. they. had known that the 
invasion of Belgium would be resented by 
both Great Britain and the United States. 
The German diplomats and statesmen made 
the fatal psychological blunder of believing 
that the United States would be dictated by 


self-interest, by the same self-interest that: 


is now protesting against a League of Na- 
tions, would count the material cost and 
would not enter the war. It is essential 
that there should be provision in the league 
coustitution for using the whole armed 
forces of the signatories wherever their 
presence may be deemed necessary to pre- 
serve or restore a peace of justice; for that 
provision itself will form a barrier that no 
predatory people will care to pass. 

The section relating to the limiting of 
armaments may also be clarified somewhat. 
But the objection to that section is base 
fn part on & misapprehension. The con- 
stitution of the League of Nations is not 
couched in ag clear and concise wording as 
that of the United States. The reason is 
that the American Constitution is a docu- 
ment written in the English language for 
the understanding of persons accustomed 
to think and converse in English; but the 
constitution of the League of Nations must 
be translated into at least seven different 
languages and bear the same meaning in 
each. The phrasing in English is sacrificed 
to the substance; such a condition could not 
be avoided. 

It must be borne fn mind, moreover, that 
every amendment proposed by the Amert- 
can commission weakens our influence in 
the Peace Conference and tends to endanger 
the league programme, The Japanese com- 
mission has already expressed a willing- 


mess to accept the American amendments, 


on condition that an amendment proposed 
by Japan be inserted; to the effect that no 
signatory nation shall erect any race bar 
rier against the citizens of another signa- 
tory nation. This amendment must appear 
eauitable from a Japanese point view; 
yet the American people are opposed to 
signing any such covenant. F 
All treaties and constitutions represent 
a series of compromises. No country se- 
cures just what it wants in such negotia- 
tions. The Views of extremists on both 
sides have to be modified. There are ob- 
stacles still in the way. Whether these 
obstacles might have been evaded by tak- 
ing another route is now but a moot aues- 
tion. The thing that counts is that the 
heart of America is as firmly set on 4& 
League of Nations as it was fn its deter 
mination to break the Hindenburg line. 
And where the heart is the head and the 
feet soon follow. 
As predicted by The Times three month 
ago, the opposition to the league is reduc- 
ing itself to opposition to certain sections 
of the constitution of the league; and this 
opposition does not strike ghe tundamental 
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structure, but only details that may be com. | 


promised without exciting animositieg and 
strife within the league itself. In the 
hearts of the five peoples who united to 
crush German militarism the league is al- 
ready formed.. The peace of the world is 
in sight and our Senators must understand 
that the whole is more important than any 
of its parts. If they permit personal ani- 
mosity and partisanship to influence their 
votes on the major question of a League of 


Nations, they are likely to be ranked by.

WASHINGTON (D. C.) March 21. 
—In Kansas they are happy. The 
biggest wheat crop in the history of 
the State, the biggest wheat crop 
ever produced by any one State in 
the Union, in fact one of the biggest 
crops of anything ever produced 
anywhere is spreading its tender 
green across the Kansas prairie. 

Everybody out in Kansas talks 
about the wheat, thinks about the 
wheat and prays for the wheat. And 
their prayers this year seem to be 
answered. All the experts here in 
‘Washington agree that the Kansas 
wheat crop is enjoying almost ideal 
conditions. The weather shark says 
that the weather could not be #m- 
proved upon. The snow-cover which 
is so necessary to the welfare of 
winter wheat has been excellent. 
And a warm, stimulating spring is 
in prospect. Nothing can really hurt 
that wheat crop except a drought 
along in May and June, and every- 
one in Kansas knows that no such 
drought is going to occur. 

To the people of Kansas the wheat 
crop is always the chief concern of 
life. A good wheat crop means 
wealth, good business, more flivvers 
and, above all, more fame for the 
greate State of Kansas, which has 
an almost fanatical press agent in 
every true Kansan. If the wheat 
crop prospers the area of grin’ on 
Kansas faces spreads just as visibly 
as the sprouting wheat spreads 
across the prairie. If the Hessian 
fly or the wheat smut or a drought 
comes along to thréaten the life of 


the wheat the joy’is taken out of 


Kansas life and the Kansas face 
lengthens like a sunflower stalk in 
the spring. 


The 1917 wheat crop, as everyone 
knows, was abnormally light. In re- 
sponse to the pleas of the Food Ad- 
ministration the Kansas farmers 
made great efforts for the 1918 crop. 
It was good, but not a bumper. And 
all the world was still short of 
wheat. That, you will remember, 
was the time of wheatless days and 
wheatless meals, and queer-looking 
bread and cake, when you had to 
buy a pound of something else with 
every pound of wheat fiour. 
farmers determined 
great State of Kansas 
should do all that one State could 
to relieve this world shortage of 
wheat. And the Kansans claim— 
and there is a good deal of evidence 
to support thefr claim—that pure pa- 
‘triotism was their only motive. Con- 
Zress had passed the law by which 
the government guarantees the 
farmer a price that means about $2 
for him on every bushel. But at that 


' time $2 looked like a very small 


price for the 1919 wheat crop. E-very- 
one believed that the war would 
continue for years and the farmers 
believed that if the government had 
left wheat prices uncontrolled they 
could have gotten a great deal more 
than $2.20 a bushel for their wheat. 
Besides that, they claim that ecrn 
looked to be a much more profitable 
crop than wheat, according to all 
signs at that time. Nevertheless 
they planted wheat because wheat 
was what the world needed, and 
wheat was what Hoover demanded 
they should plant. 


/ The crop was planted under tre- 
mendoug difficulties. The preceding 
summer the crop had been gathered 
only by calling on the city and town 
folk for volunteers and by using 
women and children; and the plant- 
ing of the new crop was almost as 
desperate an undertaking. What 
little labor was available demanded 
enormous wages and was very hard 
to keep. About that time the aver- 
age farmer was treating his hired 
man with much the same studied dl- 
plomacy and consideration that the 
city people were displaying toward 
their maids and cooks. farmer 
kept his hired man by lefting bim 
have the family car to play with 
every Sunday afternoon; another 
Was appeased by an agreement to 
the effect that he should always 
have pie for dinner. The average 
farm hand was getting $50 and $60 
a month in addition to his board and 
room, and that is about twice what 
it cost to keep a hand before the 
war. 

And the cost of labor was not the 
only thing that had gone up. Seed 
Was very expensive, so that, if the 


farmer lost his crop, he lost a good 


deal larger investment than usual. 
Machinery was way up in price, and 
the scarcity of labor made the use 
of more necessary. 

Virtue was never more sly 
rewarded in a best seller or a fairy 
tale. The war—you may have heard 
this before—came to an end. Food 
began to be abundant in this coun- 
try. It became clear to all and sun- 
dry that, but for the fact that the 
government had promised to pay 
two-twenty for that 1918 crop, it 
might sell for a good deal less than 
that. It also became apparent that 
labor, instead of being scarce, would 
be more than abundant. In a word, 
it became quite clear that the Kan- 
sas farmer, who thought he was 
raising wheat at a personal sacrt- 
fice for the good of the nation, found 
that he was raising it at a fat profit, 
and possibly at the expense of the 
nation. 

And even nature has been kind to 
the Kansas patriot. That vast crop, 
filling every available acre of the 
Kansas wheat belt, is thriving al- 
most incredibly. If the Kansas farm- 
er makes a crop that is 70 per cent. 
perfect he counts himself fortunate. 


This crop, to date. promises to be 


100 per cent. perfect. Uniess some 
unforeseen and highly-improbable 
disaster occurs that wheat crop will 
total not less than 200,000,000 bush- 
els, thus shattering all previous 
Kansas records and bringing into 
the State an amount of money, g"ar- 
anteed by the government, h 
you can figure for yourself.
